Murder, when done in * 
spirit of wantonness or for the purpose 
of gain, finds few to applaud it; but 
when a man has worked his mind up 
totthe belief as ho deals the fatal blow 
that' he strikes for hearth and home 
he becomes, in his own eye:? at least, 
a hero. It h with a people fired with 
this feeling that tho government liave 
to contend in Ireland, and its existence 
is what will make the task of auppres- 
Bi6n'difficult and dangerous. TJioro is 
no improvement in Eastern affairs. The 
Sultan has taken the reins in his own 
liands and is bent on resistance to the 
European deni-inds in opposition to the 
ministcr.s, who aro powerless and can 
do nothing, except conspire for the 
murden of their iUustrious master.

SiERiu*ClTr,\'Sept. 25. — The most 
atrocious innrder in tho annals of the 
county was committed on Alfred Smith, 
a native of the State of New Vork, 
aged about 61) years. lie was living 
on the north side of tlie Sierra valley 
stage road, aboiit three quarters of a 
mile from this place. By testimony of 
tho coroner's jury held yesterday even- 
ing, we learn the following facts: That 
Alfred Smith was murdered some time 
on the evening of the ■22d of Septem- 
ber about one hundred and twenty 
feet south of his liouse on the south 
side of the road.. Largo pools of blood 
with gray hair of tho unfortunate old 
man sticking to the sharp edge of nu- 
merous rocks, indicate a most horrible 
butchery. From there ho was dragginl 
down the ravine, ami all along tin.' way 
blood and bunches of gray hair can be 
plainly seen on sharp rocks. ' The ra- 
vine showed a trace where the old man 
was finished, as blood was spattered 
about for twenty feet, and then it seems 
that ho was carried across the road 
into his house, where his boily was iliv 
posited in the woodshed with wood 
piled around and on the bod}', and the 
premi.ses given to the flames. A team- 
ster, who was driving road 
about 7 o'clock in tho morning, was tlio 
first one who brought the news to town. 
Within a short time the entire popula- 
tion visited tho premises. The trunk 
and head of ths old man was all that 
was left. Ho was burnt beyond recog- 
nition, his arms and legs being com- 
pletely burned to ashes. A postmortem 
examination by Dr. .1. J. Sawyer dis- 
closed a fracture over tlie loft temple, 
besides two more on top of the "skull. 
Suspicion of this foul deed is pointed 
towards Lis nearest neighbor, T. De- 
vino, a man with whom Alfred Smith 
has been Imving a lawsuit for nearly 
three year.s, on account of disputed 
land. Devine was arrested and a coro- 
ner's jury brought in a vei-tlict thai 
Alfred Smith was murdered and uomis 
ed Thomas Devino of nonniiittini,' Ih.- 
erimf.

Lord.s. Engli.ih radicals and other 
friend.s of Ireland very mueli rogrot the 
jiosition ho lias taken, and tliose not 
uiifrieiidly to Ireland are nnxious to 
take into account the strong interests 
and projudicos against Enghind. A 
real .strike against rent will ruin indu.s- 
try, although it is .stated that it will 
have tho coiitrary efl'oet. 

I)i;bhx, Sojit. 28. — The murdor of 
Lord Mountmorria, has excited a feeling 
of alarm little short of a panic among 
all respectable classes. Party difl'er- 
onces aro for tho timo discarded in tho 
jireflonco of tho coihinon and imminent 
danger. It i.s said on all uid&s with 
equal dcspondoiicy and bitterness, that 
there i.s no longer any socurity for life 
and property and nobody can fool .safe 
who ventureii to assert his rights or 
discharge tho duties connected with 
the po.sse.ssiou, occupation or manage- 
ment of land, if his acts conflict with 
the interests or prejudices of thoso with 
wlioni liP! hns to deal.

Tho ;irni of au- 
tliorily spoin.s [laralyzi-d and the execu- 
tive utterly liolpless. Although at 
uro.ient the ]»anic is feltino.st keenl}' by 
land owners, it is shared by employers 
of labor, who see tho growth of a re- 
fractory spirit among the subordinate 
classes. Tiie scono of the last murder 
is ill a ilistriet wliich i.s in tho very 
ei'iiior of the land agitation and is the 
result of a oominunistie conspiracy of 
tho worst typ& It is idlo to pretend 
that the numler was not agrarian. It 
is in vain lliat the haul agitators now 
repudiate .ill roHponsibility for tiie 
erinie. l.ot ilioiii untracli if llioy can 
the les.soii.-, ilml for oigliteen months 
thoy have been impressing upon the 
ignorant and excitable people. Lot 
tliom restore if they can tho moral 
sense they have depraved and tho con- 
seieiuai thoy havo deadened. Lot 
them ondeavor to revive the principles 
of honesty nml instincts of humanity 
which they have helped to .stiQo by ap- 
peals to the liasu passions of cupidity 
and rovcngo. Tlio country now will 
hold the agitators accouutablo for tho 
atrocities which havo been the natural 
result of the inflammatory language 
which they have delivered and tlio per- 
nicious doctrines they liavi; taught in 
liny placir whore they could erect a 
platform.

New York, Sept; 28.— TheZToraWa 
continuation of the story of ScliAvatka' 
arctic expedition presents some points 
of thrilling interest. Tho writor says 
On the 27tli of Soptcnibor a IieavY 
snow .storm set in and next morning 
the snow was knee • deep,.on.a level of 
the ice. A winter'^ wind soon"- blew 
around and packed it down t-.o us (o be 
almost solid. On the l ltli of October 
slp<lging was sufliciently good for Too- 
looah to go to Cape "tTorsohel and Ter 
ror' bay for a sled and other articles 
that were left there during tho sum 
mor for Want of transportation. Too 
looah exchanged wives with Joe foi 
the trip, a very usual and convenient 
custom among Esquimaux. Ico was 
sutiicionlly strong for reindeer to com- 
mence crossing to the mainland iibout 
tho Ist of October, and in a few day 
their number hail precept ibiy diminish- 
ed, and after tho 1 Itli we saw nono at 
all. On Oct. 1st Lieut. Schwntka, 
Joe and 1 started lo get supplies of 
fish lo last until the reindoer country 
was reached. We did not succeed in 
getting further than about .'30 miles 
from camp owing to heavy sloils and 
tho dogs being so fat that they were 
lazy. We only reached the native 
earn]) near Sheriimn Inlet on tho 12th. 
There was quite a large camp of Esqui- 
maux on Big Lake, the largest^ camp 
we had yet - wen. .; The aletl was 
pulling heavily and slowly across 
the lake, and [ went ahead [toward 
the Igloo.s. .Ml the men were standing 
outside-- awaiting our arrival, and among 
them were some Nitchilliks we had met 
during the .spring. As soon as thoy 
recognized- us, thoy sot up a great 
shout of welcome. They seemed very 
glad wo wore coming among them again 
and hurried mb into the big Igloo while 
most of the men ran out and helped 
tho sledinen. Thoy built nur Iglo(3 in 
short order, and during the timo v.-c 
wore with them, did ovory thing in their 
power to contribute to oiir comfort. 
We found but few interesting relics 
among them, and only a piece of the 
bow found in Wilmot bay after the big 
ship sank, and part of tho block branded 
either "10" or "or" with part of the "r" 
obliterated. If the ship's blocks were 
branded with the name of the vessel to 
which they werc . attacked these would 
be important as establishing the iden- 
tity of tho ship that drifted down as the 
Terror. We found among them apiece 
of wax candle tlmt they had preserved 
all these years, while every scrap of 
paper had perished. Wo met a sled 
with a few natives coming from Kig- 
muktoo to join the rest of the tribe, 
aud with them was an aged crone nam- 
ed Soolo3ah, who had seen white men 
in Boothia isthmus w hen a young wo 
man, and had also been with a party 
who found tho boat and skeletons in 
Starvation cove, near Richardson point. 
Sho confirmed the previous testimony. 

We marched in a southeast direction 
on tho inlet five days, during which we 
traveled upon it about -15 miles, and 
when wc loft I could still see it run- 
ning in a southerly direction for about 
10 or 15 miles further. Tho sun whs 
so low now that we had neither , sun- 
rise nor sunset; during the whole time 
it was above the horizon. About five 
miles inland from Starvation cove tlu! 
natives had found during tho suinincr 
the skeleton of a whiteman, which no 
one had over soon before. On my way 
down Henry vi.sitcd tho place and 
erected a monument over the remains. 
Pieces of clothing found indicated de- 
ceased was a sailor, not an ofHcer. The 
finning of tliif grave is worthy of no- 
tide as showing that the natives worn 
thoroughly aroused by our visit and 
its object. Wo had promised liberal 
rewards for everything", of importance 
found and for valuable information 
and were always particular to kce]! our 
promises. The consequence was thai 
they greatly aided us by searching 
everywhere withig reach of their hunt- 
ing grounds. • . 

Tho largest number of fish caught 
here are something like very large her- 
ring, and tho flesh much coarser than 
salmon or trout. "Wo bought several 
bags of salmon from tho natives, which 
wo used as long as thoy lasted as a 
substitute for reindeor. The weather 
was 62 tleg. below Fahrenheit. Before 
reaching Depot island wo lost 27 dogs 
of privation. . On Dec, .28tli,, the ther- 
mometer I'angecl frbiii ■ 64 *t6 C'J dug. 
below. The lowest point reached was 
101 dog. below freezing point. Our 
meat had to be eaten cold, that is froz- 
en so solid that it had to bo sawed unci 
then broken into convenient sized 
lumps, which, when Jirs^ put ,into the 
mouth were liko-'s'toncs.'' Some moat 
was cooked with moss gathered from 
the hillsides under the snow, which 
was beaten olVwith sticks. Tho coun- 
try began to swarm with wolves now 
as well as with roindcer, and we would 
meot them daily, Oftan they would 
come close to the Igloos, and ono night 
Toolooah shot one of three that were 
eating with our dogs the meat ho had 
thrown out for food. Thny killed and 
ate four dogs and attacked him when 
ho went out of the Igloo to drfvc them 
ofl". -He killed two of his assailants 
with his rifle, ami two pthcr-s by the 
most infernal trap c\-cr devised. Ho 
set two keenly .sharpencil knife, blades 
in tho ice and covcredjtli,«mwith|blood 
wdiich the wolves licked5--^a't^tliS *s«niu 
time slicing thoir tongues, the cold 
keeping thorn from feeling the wounds 
at tho .time and their own warm blood

Tim groat question with us was, 
"Wore any .sliiiis in tho bay V At any 
rate wo felt sum of Gnding our hard 
broad, pork and molasses together with 
somo other provisions that Captain 
Barry said ho could sparo and woald 
leave' with Aroma, tho native, who liad" 
charge of our stud' at Depot Island. 
The prospects of again eating some 
civilized food were most cheering. We 
soon arrived in sight of Depot island 
aud looked anxiously for sledge tracks, 
which vvo.felt would bo abiindaut here 
if ship,s were "near by. At noonr' we' 
were within four or five miles oE the 
island and aonio natives on tho ico in 
tilt! dim distance. Then all was excite- 
ment iu our party and it increased as 
the distance dimini.shed. At last tke 
sledges drew near cnoagh to recognize 
Aroma, who was hastening up to as 
ahead of other. From Aroma we 
learneil that there was ono ship in the 
bay and that it was at Marble Harbor 
and furthermore there were no pro- 
visions for us at Depot island. This 
seemed quite incomprehensible to ua as 
Capt Barry had about a thousand 
pounds of hard Ijroad on board that be- 
longed to us, liesides somo other pro- 
visions, aud had promised to leave 
thoiu with Aroma at Depot island for 
well knowing that wo would need 
them. We found tho note "from CapL 
Fisher, giving aomo .excuse for not 
oaving some things \ye had expected. 
Tho inevitable conclusion "Was that 
Barry had absolutely gone away with 
the food for us without a word of ex- 
planation, though ho had landed at De- 
pot^ifland anc^ taken off the casks that 
held our bread when wb came asbora 
Storm and wind now kept builders 
11 doors and with short rations their 
condition began to grow desperate. It 
was a mournful camp. After the hun- 
ters got in Friday empty-handed they 
all felt that danger again threatened 
hem as it had done twice boforo dar- 
ng tho winter when .they , bad, to kill, 
and eat somo of thoir starving dogs. 
People spoke to each other in whispers 
and everything was quiet save for the 
nevorceasing and piteous cries of hun- 
gry children begging for food which 
their parents could not give them. 
iMost.'iaf^ tho timo I stayed in bed trying 
to keep Avarm and a^ o'.d exercise that I 
would only make mo more hungry. It 
was impossible lo keep warm this night 
nd my aching limbs drove sleep from 
my eyes. The wind was from tho east 
Saturday and a little better for hunt- 
So the re en wore off bright and 
arly. About nooi> there was a joy- 
ul sound in camp. Women and child- 
en ran into our camp shouting "wai- 
ns killed" and fairly jumped up and 
lown in their joy. 

I reached the George aud Mary (ship 
on the Marble Island) on tho 21st and 
was kindly received. During the year 
wore absent from civilization.' ^we 
ra\-elcd 2819 geographical milo'4 or 
.3252 statute miles, by sledges over en- 
tirely unexplored country. Through 
the entire cour.so of an Arctic winter 
egardod by the natives as oxceptiou- 
lly cold the party successfully with- 
stood tho lowest temperature experir 
enccd by white men, 'recoi'ding one ob- 
servation of 71 degrees Fahreuhoit, 16 
.Lays whose average was 100 degrees 
.lolow freezing point and 27 which 
registered below G degrees Fahrenheit, 
during mo.st of which the party travel- 
ed. In fact tlie expedition never took 
the cold into consideration or baited a 
single day on that account. During 
tho entire journey its reliance for food 
both for man and beast may be said to 
Imvc beeii solely upon tho resources of 
the country, as the expedition started 
with lels^tban a mbiitb's. rati<Qna, and 
it is the first in which the white men of 
the expedition voluntarily lived ex- 
clusively upon tho same fi»rt as ita 
E.squimanx assistant'-', thus showing 
that white ojou can safely adapt them- 
.soU'c; i-o the climato and life of tho 
Esquimaux and prosecute' their jdur- 
ncys in any season or under any cir- 
cumstances as well as natives of t!» 
country themselves. The oxpedition-,wa8 
first to make tho summer search over a 
route of the lost crevvs of tho Erebus 
and Terror, and while so doing ■ buried 
the remains of every member i^qi^y^tha 
ill-fated party above ground. ' xfie 
most important direct result of tho la- 
bors of the expedition will undoubtedly 
bo considered as establishing tho loss 
of the Franklin records at tho boat 
place in Starvation Cove, aud as ever 
since Dr. Ross' expedition of 1854, 
which asccrtaiii'ed the fate of the party, 
tho recovery of the records, h^. .been 
the main object of subsequent explor- 
ing, in this direction the history of the 
Franklin expedition may now be con- 
sidered at a close. As ascertaining 
the fate of the party was not so gratify- 
ing as would havo been the rescue or 
relief of any member thereof, so it is 
in establishing the fate oiE the.record.of 
their labors. Next in importance 'to 
thoir recovery must b"! considered the 
knowledge of their irrecoverable loss.
